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The following modifications has been made in the amendment to the revised 
discharge guidelines for COVID-19 patients (reference-1} admitted in health 
care institutions in Kerala State. 


= Category B patients shall undergo rapid antigen test on 10 day since 
onset of symptoms if they are asymptomatic on day of testing OR if 
symptoms persist after ten days, test one day after resolution of 
symptoms. 
= Category B & C patients should be clinically stable with no excessive 
fatigability / exertional desaturation to be eligible for discharge among 
other criteria.
